Wholesale prices rise 


WASHINGTON

Sharply higher prices for steel 
and gasoline pushed wholesale 
prices up four-tenths of a per 
cent In June, the government 
said today. 
The Increase compared with 
a rise of three-tenths of a per 
cent in May and was in line 
with relatively modest inflation 
rates so far this year at both 
the wholesale and retail level. 
Farm and food price in­ 
creases slowed last month but 
an acceleration in industrial 
prices, led by steel and gaso­ 
line, was largely responsible 
for the over-all wholesale price 
increase, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said. 
Fears of a new outburst of in­ 
flation were expressed by many 
economists after an eight-tenths 
of a per cent jump in wholesale 
prices in April, the biggest rise 
in six months. But the slow­ 
down in May and June is ex­ 
pected to help dampen those 
fears. 
The Ford administration fore­ 
cast an inflation rate of about 6 
per cent this year, high by his­ 
torical standards but down 
from the 7 per cent rate in 1975 
and far below the near record 
12.2 per cent increase in 1974. 
In June, the wholesale price 
index stood at 183.1, meaning it 
cost $183.10 to buy the same 
goods that sold for $100 in the 
1967 base period. 
Industrial prices rose five- 
tenths of a per cent last month 
with metal and fuel products 
accounting for fnore than half 
the increase, the government 
said. 
Gasoline prices were up 3.7 
per cent while metal products

Wholesale prices rose 8.8 per 
cent during the three months 
ending in June, compared with 
a 1.8 per cent decline during 
the first quarter of the year. 
The Labor Department said the 
turnaround was due primarily 
to rising farm and food prices. 
Over the past year, wholesale 
prices have risen 5.4 per cent. 
Industrial prices were up 8.2 
per cent, while farm prices 
rose 5.5 per cent, and processed 
foods and feeds increased 1.2 
per cent. 
Even though wholesale prices 
increases are adjusted to ac­ 
count for regular seasonal vari­ 
ations, food prices tend to jump 
around more readily than in­ 
dustrial prices. As a result, 
economists look more carefully 
at industrial prices because 
they have a longer-lasting im­ 
pact on the over-all price level.

Doctors kept an overnight vigil 
on former first lady Pat Nixon, 
partially paralyzed on her left 
side from a stroke and in 
“serious but stable condition.” 
Mrs. Nixon was reported res­ 
ting comfortably after visits 
with her two daughters Thurs­ 
day night, but neurologist Dr. 
John Mosier said she is far 
from being out of danger. 
“If the stroke doesn’t get any 
worse, she’s not going to die. If 
it gets worse, well, people do 
die from strokes," Mosier said 
at a news briefing called after 
the 64-year-old wife of former 
President Richard M. Nixon 
was admitted to Memorial Hos­ 
pital Medical Center. 
The stroke caused “moderate 
paralysis” of Mrs. Nixon’s left 
leg, arm and left side of her 
face, which in turn caused a 
"slight slurring” of speech, Mo­ 
sier said. 
“I think she will walk,” he 
said, but added, “She may not 
walk normally." Pressures in 
her life “certainly could have 
been a contributing factor” to­ 
ward her illness, Mosier added. 
Doctors said Mrs. Nixon had 
apparently suffered a right 
cerebral infarct, or a blood clot 
on the right side of the brain. A 
stroke can be caused by a clot 
or hemorrhage and can cause 
paralysis and speech slurring, 
or in severe cases, death. 
Secret Service agents called 
an ambulance for Mrs. Nixon, 
and she was accompanied dur­ 
ing the 30-mile trip from the 
former Western White House 
by her husband and younger 
daughter, Julie Nixon Eisen­ 
hower. 
Nixon slipped out of the hos­ 
pital only an hour after her ar­ 
rival and apparently returned 
to San Clemente.

Lockheed Chases Auditors

WASHINGTON - The incredi­ 
ble Lockheed Corp., plagued 
with mismanagement on the 
brink of bankruptcy, under fire 
for bribery, had the temerity re­ 
cently to chase federal auditors 
from its door. 
The industrial colossus is de­ 
pendent upon the Pentagon for a 
whopping $2 billion worth of bus­ 
iness a year The corporate man­ 
agers brought the company to 
such a state that the government 
had to bail it out with a $200 
million federal loan guarantee. 
It developed, meanwhile, that 
the firm had diverted millions to 
bribe foreign officials. 
Yet company officials, accord­ 
ing to a Uiekheed memo in­ 
tended for corporate eyes only, 
refused to grant government au­ 
ditors access to the books. The 
auditors were trying to deter­ 
mine whether Lockheed had 
taken unwarranted and ex­ 
cessive profits on a number of 
Pentagon contracts, which is 
strictly forbidden by law. 
D espite lim ited access to 
Lockheed’s books, examiners for 
the Defense Contract Audit 
Agency (DCAA) discovered that 
the corporation may have taken 
$83 million too much profit dur­ 
ing fiscal 1972 
The DCAA auditors found, for 
example, that Lockheed im ­ 
properly charged the govern­ 


ment $36.6 million for contribu­ 
tions, advertisements, sales pro­ 
m otions and entertainm ent. 
DCAA documents also contend 
that the firm charged Uncle Sam 
“almost $2 million” for questiona­ 
ble "overhead costs." 
Normally the Renegotiation 
Board, not the DCAA, polices 
military contracts. The board is 
a toothless tiger that, more often 
than not, accepts the contractors’ 
figures without bothering to 
verify them. 
Lockheed’s books had aroused 
such notoriety, however, that the 
board asked the DCAA for help.

“DCAA did attempt to pursue 
such audit activities in two of our 
divisions," reported Thomas J 
O’Hara, a corporate vice presi­ 
dent, in an April 1 memo, “but I 
refused to grant them access"

conducting the audit, declaring 
militantly: ‘The industry must 
line up its argument as to why 
the DCAA’s role in renegotiation 
is ill-advised, illegal and-or im­ 
proper.”
